Such combination provides for flexibility and efficient processing of graphics 
object data. The office action also cites relevent col and line information (see col. 4, lines 23-35. Applicant's assertion that it is improper 
motivation is not persuasive. Hong shows two pipelines namely a graphics and a bit map image pipeline with a plurality of stages (see 
Fig. 3, col. 7, lines 65-67; col. 8, lines 1-17; Hong). It is very clearly pointed out what Hong is deficient in i.e., a selectively configurable 
interconnection matrix which is supported by secondary reference Nally et al..
